One of the men now slid 
down the plank, and found that the 
water when he was standing erect 
just came up to hischin. He waded 
ashore, and’ the balance of the crew, 
including the Captain, were not long 
in adopting fhe same course, Wet 
and shivering with cold, the poor fel- 
lows slowly wended their way toCap- 
tain James Birch’s, who kindly gave 
them shelter and food. Captain Mc 
Quinn came to this place on Monday 
last and telegraphed to the owners 
and consignees. | The vessel was 168 
tons measurement and had an insu- 
rance of two thousand dollars, in a 
Lock-port (N. Y.) office. It is the 
opinion of all, that the cargo can be 
saved, and a wrecking steamer from 
New York, is probably by this time, 
bythe wreck.

Gy psie. is a corruption of the word 
Egyptians. They are desa ibed as a 
mysterious vagabond race, scattered 
over all Europe, and parts cf Ameri- 
ea, Asia and Africa From whence 
they came is still a mystery, and like- 
ly to remain so. They are probably 

escendanta of some of the obscure 
tribes of India. The first we hear of 
them in European countries is in 
1122; they were then called Ishmael- 
ites. 

Two hundred years later they set- 
tled in Hungary. In 1417 they went 
in largo numbers to Moldavia, and in 
the next year they made their ap- 
pearance at Zurich, Switzerland, com 
manded by a Duke Michael, “of Little 

t.” In a few years they spread 
all over the mainland, of Europe.-— 
They made their ap ce in Eng. 
land about 1435. though received 
with great favor at first, they soon’ 
fell into disrepute, and nearly all na- 
tions made rigorous laws in regard 
to them. In France in 1560 the 
States-general of Orleans condemned 
them to perpetual banishmen‘. Spain 
exiled them in 1492. In England, 
Henry VII. in 1530 issued a procla- 
mation against them which was re- 
newed by Elizabeth. Scotland was 
their haven of rest, as the Scottish 
monarchs took them under their 
protection. Italy, Germany, Den- 
mark and Sweden issued edicts 
against them. 

In 1768 Germany made efforts ‘to 
reclaim and settle these nomadic 
ple, and with some success. There 
are less than 10,000 gypsies in Eng- 
land at the present time. 

The gypsey physiogomy is strongly 
Asiatic in type, with tawny complex- 
iou, black eyes anıl_hair,- high cheek 
bones, slightly projecting lower jaw, 
narrow ‘mouth, with fine white teeth, 
ruddy lips, slenderness and agility of 
limb, and well proportioned,often ele- 
gant build. The women are very 
pretty when young, but soon lose 
their good looks, partly on account of 
the squalar of their habits, and part- 
ly from their unsettled and precarious 
life. They are fond of showy colors 
in dress, and often resort to chea 
jewelry with which to adorn their 
persons. It is said that their lan- 

has no word for God, immor- 
tality, soul—in fact that they have 
no religion.

They are extremely fond of music, 
and display much talent for the 
game.

History has not represented the frat 
Napoleon as he was in reality. Pocta, 
private secretaries, courtiers, enthusiasts, 

j enemies and clamorers have drawn the 
portrait. We propose to examina. bis 
character from the point of view of a 
physiologist aud postivist. Napoleon was 
neither dark nor fair. He had dark chest- 
nut hair, eyes gray, complexion of a pal 
brown, without any red in it, and asmooth 
skin, The brain was large, the skull be- 
longed to the largest development ever 
known. His circulation was slow, the 
pulse counting forty beats a minute; he 
rerspired little, and was insensible alike 
to heat and cold, hunger and thirst ; his 
chest was prominent, and his lips well 
proportioned, his height was five feet, two 
inches. Of a lymphatic temperament, he 
could support alike excess of physical 
and mental exertion. Warm batha, cof- 
fee and strong wines restored his circula- 
tion. His intellect was vast and many- 
sided, applying itself to details and gener- 
alizations ; made up of prodigious memory 
that rapidly took account of place,number 
and cause, and the bearings of things; a 
genius, in fine, eminently practical and 
postivist. Dissimulation, and extraordin- 
ary power of generalization and a sluggish 
temperament, made up this wonderful 
man ; these qualities are the source of his 
greatness. JTe was a fatalist, Events 
are bronght about uy a power superior to 
human will, he said: There is neither 
good nor bad in the world. The morality 

of an action is to be judged by its expe- 
dieney. Religions are human institutions, 
serving as a sort of vaccine to protect us 
against lower superstitions, to be defended 
not in the interests of saciety, but always 
in the interest of the priests. Such was 
his creed, and he naturally hated those 
who vossessed a higher one. Consul, 

Emperor, prisoner and exile, he hated 

philoso; bers fiom first to last, and ac- 
cused them of the misfortune he had him 
self brought upon France the fiilureofthe 

Russian expedition, the sore discon- 
tent of the nation, and so on. To 

sum np the characteristics of Napo- 
leon. he possessed one of the vastest 
intellects ever known, owing such 
superiority to his utter insensibility 
to impressions, his sluggish tempera.

bination and reasoning : war was to 
him a posts ; politics a personal af 
fair only; he possessed neither re 
ligious, moral, nor political beliefs; 
he held the human race in profound 
contempt, and was the greatest 
egotist ever known; a ınan of pro- 
digious aptitude for knavery and my- 
stification and for admirative power ; 
an intellectual giant, who caused the 
retrognession of France and all En- 
rope, and who possessed one of the 
worst hearts that the history oí the 
human race had disclosed.

Action of Polsons on Fisn-—-In a paper 
addressed to the Aeademy of Sciences, 
MM. Rubuteau and Papillon give an ac- 
count of n series of experiments made by 
them on fish,such as cels, rays, plaice, 
blennics, hippocampi, etc. There was 
some reason to suppose that these crea- 
tures might not be affected by such sub- 
stances like the other vertebrata, but ex- 
periment has proved the contrary. Stry- 
choine is an alkaloid derived from nux 
vomica, and producing tetanic convul- 
sions. Our authors placed a certain num- 
ber of the above-mentioned fish, weighing 
between 10gms, and 85gms., and con- 
sequently quite young, in a liter of water 
containing two and a half ceutigm, of 
strychnine. In the course of four hours 
they were all dead, after having had con- 
vulsivo fits of various duration and vio- 
lenco, The plaice and ray died of 
opisthotonos (backward contraction).
